The business system of government for 


Indiana cities abolishes the ward plan of 
representation in councils. 
The ward 


system in American cities has been the 
nursery of much that is dirty in politics, 
crooked in government and wasteful of 
public money. 
No single feature of 


municipal rule in America has' contrib- 
uted more to the ri?e and spread of 
bosaism and tho growth nnd practice of 
corruption than this system of wards. 
It sets apart an arbitrary section of a, 
city as a political unit with separate 
interests and concerns and with a rep- 
resentative of its own. If the ward plan 
had b*en invented to serve political cor- 
ruption and public plunder it could not 
havfi better answered than it has the 


that has been made of it. The ward 


is a minor fraction of tho city. Control 
of it is compnrativply rasy, boon use the 
element that in a bossed ward makes 
up the balance of power is readily han- 
dled. 
Tim ward organization makes 


machine domination of the city possible. 
Like the divisions of a £reat army their 
movements aro commanded and con- 
trolled. Partisan division is what mnkes 
the ward boss powerful. Nevertheless, 
voters of the ward divide, according as 
they may bo democrats or republican?, 
and these "good citizens" in about equal 
proportions go diitercnt ways, leaving 
tho. forces of corruption to capture the 
fraction that is the easier to take. Pa- 
tronage and spoils, petty hribc.ry. un- 
lawful privilege, free beer, free lunch, 


lodging and the like control tho ele- 


ments that swing wards. This system of 
ward polities clears the way for that 
class of councilmen who, in many cities, 
have made the office a reproach. But not 
all nor even the worst of the evils of 
the ward Bystem are political or cor- 
rupt. The system of wards disunites a- 
city. 
It is apt to create and often 


does create na "many separate, conflict- 
ing and mutually hostile interests as 
there are wards. Legislation.for the city 
hemmes a matter of log-rolling and 
dicker, bargain and trade. 
The ward, 


each in the men sure that its councilman 
is able to grab something for it, is legis- 
lated for, vrhen the city as a unit should 
be looked after. The. councilman feels 
that IIP is rhar^ed directly with the con- 
cern* of only his own small constituency 
and portion.

Indianapolis, Aug. 12.—Although John ] 


T. Willett, a special deputy from the 
office of the state weights and measures 
commission, H.-.E. Barnard, has spent 
three months visiting boards of countv 
commissioners to induce them to employ 
county sealers, as provided in the 
weights and measures act of 1911, only 
one board, that of Lagrange county, has 
made any effort to employ such sealer. 
Other boards visited by Mr. Willett said 
they did not believe the expense of a 
sealer would be justified. 


As a result of the refusal, Mr. Bar- 


nard is considering the proposal of an 
amendment to the act to compel com- 
missioners to employ such sealers, as is 
now done in some other states. Under 
the present law, the employment is op- 
tional with the commissioners. 
Until 


the counties employ such sealers, in or- 
der to get at berry growers, dnirvmen. 
fruit 
packers, etc., Mr. Barnard" said 


the question of proper weights 
and 


measures would not be properly solved. 


Mr. Barnard has taken up with C. B. 


Tolan, city' sealer of Fort Wayne, the 
question of ice weights. The plan fol- 
lowed in most cities of the state of is- 
suing ice coupons, calling for twenty- 
five, fifty, seventy-five or one hundred 
•pounds, both think contributes to dis- 
honesty on the part of drivers of ice 
wagons, and makes the housewife an 
easy prey. It is proposed that coupons 
for five pounds and multiples thereof, 
be issued, or that the drivers be required 
to set down on a monthly sheet the 
exact number of pounds delivered during 
the month so payment may be made at 
the end of each month for the exact 
| number of pounds delivered.

Wayne in everything except ice. 
Un- 


til the companies change their methods 
of treating their customers, and exer- 
cise closer 'supervision over their driv- 
ers, he . said, the 
problem would be

courts. 


Mr. Barnard reported virtually all the' 


cities of the state, except 'Indianapolis, 
are doing away with the fee system in 
the sealing of weights aiid measures. 
Where the plan has been abandoned, he 
reported, better conditions exist. 
1 .Mr. .Tolan .issued a warning to coal 
buyers. Most coal buyers insist on their 
coal being weighed on city or sealed 
scales,' he' said, but forget to demand 
that the empty wagons bo weighed on 
tiie same .scales. Much coal is for that 
reason paid for that is never delivered, 
he said.

It is a duty we owe 


ourselves, those about us, and our stat'' 
and nation, and as long as this duty is 
not performed just so long will impurity 
exist, dishonesty prevail and hrib'ry and 
corruption 
succeed 
in 
accomplishing 


their unholy purpose?. 


The Christian voter ought to awaken, 


Dr. Wagenhnls argued, to his responsibil- 
ity and be active in politics for th" 
cause of righteousness. 
He ought to 


help create a right public sentiment. 
The hosts of evil are working the other 
way and creating a public sentiment 
that is wrong, destructi\-e of the best in- 
terests of society, opposed to righteous- 
ness and ungodly. And then they cloak 
their evil with the contention that pub- 
lie opinion favors it. 


Clod-fearing men ought to shape pub- 


lic opinion the other way. They ought 
to do their part in bringing about 
n 


public 
opinion 
that 
would condemn 


wrong whenever it is found and be 
ready to strike it a blow. They ought, 
not be willing to stand idly by, listen- 
ing to what they suppose is popular sen- 
timent and fearing to oppose it.- and let 
the few fight the battles for right.
